The sidewalk-cleaning ordinance, Sec. 1312 of! 


Article 12, does not appear to be generally known. 
It does not demand that the property owner alone 
shall have sidewalks cleaned. It places the duty on 
“the owners or agents or occupiers of premises or 
tenements or vacant lots.” The duty includes the 
cleaning away of “mud, dirt and filth.” as well as 
snow and ice. And this is to be done immediately 
after a snowfall. The treading of snow into filthy 
slush is one of the worst winter nuisances. Where 
houses are occupied by more than one tenant, the 
section makes it the duty of those occupying the 
rooms nearest the street to comply with the ordi. 
mance. The penalty for noncompliance is a fine of 
$5 to $20. 

This divides the burden so that it might be easier, 
but at the same time makes it more difficult to get 
a conviction for noncompliance. If the public author- 
ities, schools, churches and other institutions would 
set a better example of obedience to this ordinance, 
we might hope for its general observance.
